Scoville’s Motion fora New Trial—Affi- 
davits Concerning the Jury. 


Guiteau Again in Court. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., February 3.—The 
familiar scenes were witnessed again in the 
court room to-day. Though persons of the 
historic group of lawyers were absent, the 
crowd was, however, as large as ever. 
Guiteau seems little changed by his 
week’s seclusion. He occupied a seat by the 
side of Scoville. The fulljurv was present, 
occupying the jury box. Scoville opened 
the proceedings by reading his affidavit, in 
which he claims that while the jury was con- 
fined in their room they were visitea by 
one Wm. sabe f a clerk in the Treasury 
Department, and Jno T. Downs, an employe 
of the Signal Service and conversed with the 
visitors in relation to the case. He asks that 
these gentiemen be brought into court 
through a compulsory process if they will 
not appear voluntarily. Corkhill then read 
the affidavits of the jury denying that 
they bad read a newspaper during 
tbe trial. Corkhill says he has evidence 
which will show the names written on the 
newspaper alleged to bave been found in the 
jury room are forzeries. 


The Proceedings. 
WASHINGTON, February 3.—When Judge 
Cox entered the court this morning the pris- 
oner was immediately brought in and placed 
in the dock. Before taking his seat Guiteau 
looked over to his counsei and said, in a quiet 
and rather pleading tone: ‘Can I sit at that 
table, if your honor please?”’ 

Judge Cox: If there is no objection from 
counsel. 

Guiteau: Have you any objection, Colonei? 
Corkhil]: No, sir. 

The prisoner then took his seat at the table 
by the side of Scoville and taking out of his 
coat pocket a roll of manuscrirt addressed 
the court in the apparent belief and with the 
air of ‘eading counsel in the case: 

“If the court pleases, before this motion 
is made, I desire to correct a few errors that 
have crept in—” 

At this point he was stopped by the court. 
Col. Corkhill objected to any remarks from 
the prisoner. 

Scuville also objec ed and thought any- 
thing of that kind had better be postponed 
uatil the business before the court was dis- 
posed of. 

Scoville continued: If your honor please, 
I have contempiated that some additional 
time be allowed to make this morion. I also 
have the assurance froma prominent member 
of this bar that he wil! assist me next week. 
Co Fhillasked: “Whois the gentleman?’ 
Scoville deciined to give his name at pres 
ent, except in confidence to the court. 
Scoville then desired to make a new motion 
relative to the additional grounds that he 
had discovered for asking for a new 
trial. These grounds, he _ stated, were 
unauthorized co.:versations with the jury by 
outside parties, and the second subsequent 
admissicns of the exp:rt that he thought 
Guiteau insane. but did not dare to say so for 
fear it weuid injure bimin business and in 
public estimation 

Scovilic read an affidavit sworn and eub- 
seribed to by him-ef, setting forth in detuil 
the grounds stated, and added, “I have not 
yet prepared aforma: motion based upon 
this affidavit, but presume it will be suf- 
ficient if Ido soat any time during the day.” 
Corkhill: May it please your honor, the 
time for tiling such mo ions and affidavits 
bus expired. 

Judge Cox: Well, we will postpone consid- 
eration of this matier until the motion now 
before the court be disposed of. 

Scovilie proceeded to read the affidavits 
and other papers filed by him, with his mo- 
tion for a new trial. 

F. H. Snyder, the maker of the affidavit 
upon which Seoville reiies mainly to sustain 
his motion, sat immediatelyinthe rear of 
Seovilie. After the reading the Snyder affi- 
davii Scoville defended both affiant and him 
self from the criticism which ne learned had 
been made by the prosecution. 

Col. Corkhiil in reply said neither Snyder 
or Scoviile are on trial. When they were on 
irial in this case | wiliattend to them.

Grant and the Peruvian Companv. 

NEW YORK, February 3.—Jacob R. Shep- 
herd, President of the Peruvian Company, 
being asked whether Gen. Grant was a cor- 
porator or stockhoider in the company, re- 
plied: I will not be interviewed at present, 
but you say, andI shall be gladto have 
you say it upon my author- 
ity, Gen. Grant has never been 


personally in the Peruvian Company as 
corporator, stockholder or otherwise pecuai- 
arily, and, of course, no one authorized to 
speak for the company has ever made any 
representation inconsistent with the facts. 
If at any time Gen. Grant bax written or 
stated any opinion touching the question now 
under discussion, he has spoken only as any 
other citizen has the right to speak. 

General Grant subsequently stated in re- 
ply to a question as to his reported connec- 
tion with the company, he had nothing to 
say inthe matter, that he knew nothing 
more about it than had already ap- 
peared in print, and he had no more interest 
in it than the general public. 


Legislation for Squatters.

THE DORRISS MURDER. 


The Grand Jury Probing the Tragedy 
- to the Bottom. 

The grand jury is diligently following up 
the investigation in the Dorriss murder be- 
gunby them four days ago. They have 
completed the inquiry into the crime and 
returned indictments against Russell Brown 
und Pat McGlew for murder. 
On these tbe defendants have 
been committed to jail and have given their 
case into the hands of attorneys to prepare 
a defense for the trial court. The statements, 
considering the neglect of duty on the part of 
certain officers, have assumed such definite 
shape as to make it absolutely necessary fr 


the rand jury to investigate 
the minutest circumstance connected 
with the matter and either to clear 


the parties so accused, or if a violation of the 
statutes be developed to do this duty by 
bringing the officer before the court for trial 
onsucha charge. Officer Sappington ap- 
peared before the grand jury and made a 


sworp statement of the facts as 
they presented themseives to him 
on last Sunda He has said 


that he met Deputy Coroner Praecicow pear 
the Dorriss mansion on last Sunday. The de- 
puty hailed him. Seeing the (Coroner out in 
that localitv the officer called back to him 
with the intention of questioning him. The 
Deputy Coroner drove off without answer- 
ing the call and the officer did not 
learn then that anything un- 
usual had _ occurred. When he went 
io the servants’ apartments of the Dorriss 
mansion to make inquir'es about the death of 
the old lady be was invited to the front por- 
tion of the house. Here he waa told that the 
Coroner had viewed the body, and thatthe 
case was not one forthe attention of the po- 
lice. 

The grand jury was called to order 
at 10 o’clock his morning. Mrs. 
Halderman, at daughter of the 
deeeasea, was in attendance in the ante- 
room. She was dressed in deep mouruing; a 

ong, heavy, black crepe depended from her 
bonnet, almost hiding her features. A few 
moments afterthe jury met she was con- 
ducted into the chamber where Mr. Smith. 
the stenographer, was in attendance. At 12 
o’clock the witness was excused and the jury 
adjourned. In the ante-room, ln conversa- 
tion with Mr. Noonan, the lady said: ‘“Y«s, 
I had a curious presentiment of my mother’s 
death. Onthe night I dreamt that she was 
murdered—but I do not knowat what time 
that was; lt am not superstitious in the 
least—in my room I heard sounds of drag- 
vying furniture several! times and 
frequently called attention to it. 
[ never thought seriously about 
the matter, but I noticed this very often.” 

The dramatic scene which occurred in the 
Coroner’s office yesterday afternoon when 
MecGlew turned to Brown and said: 
‘Russell, why don’t you get up and get me 
out of this, you know ,’ has excited con- 
siderable discussion. McGlew’s remark was 
cut short by Coroner Frank’s command to 
keep quiet and Brown’s request to hush.Had 
this scene been allowed to progress until 
it concluded of itself some faets would prob- 
ably have developed which would throw con 
siderable light on the matter thatis now en 
veloped in darkness. The grand jury bas 
concluded the investigation but have not yet 
arrived at any conclusion concerning the 
matter. 


BILLY LOUDERMAN’S MURDER. 


Patsy Early on Trial for His Life—To- 
day’s Kvideuce. 


Judge Laughiin opened the Criminal 
Court at 8 o’clock this morning, and at once 
entered on the trial of Patsy Early for the 
killmg of **Billy’’ Louderman on the night 
of August 9,1881l. The deceased was shot 
under tke light of the electric lamps 
of the Laclede hotel, but the 
homicide remained a mystery for 
several days, when on:of the boys who wit- 
nessed it, confessed his knowledge of the 
killing, which res ulted inthe arrest of Patsy 
Early, Willie and O-car Zachritz and Willie 
Miller. In the Court of Criminal Correction 
on the preliminary examination, and before 


the grand jury, all but Early were dis- 
charged, and he was held on 
a charge of murder, for which 
he is new ontrial. The defendant in only 17 
vears of age and possesses a pleasing face. 
The deceased was a member of one of the 
oldest families in the city and lived on a 
weekly allowance from his father. Governor 
Johnson @prosecutes the case, and Messrs. 
Martin Fauntleroy and Macdonald ap- 
peared for the defense. In opening the 
case Gov.Johnson stated that the prosecution 
expected to prove that at the Canterbury 
Theater the defendant and the deceased had 
some words and that Early and his friends 
followed Louderman six blocks to the cor- 
ner of Sixth and (‘bestnut streets, intending 
to demand an explanation of him. There he 
fired the shot ki'ling the cCeceased, saying 
“I’ll giveitto him now.” Mr. Macdonald 
briefly stated to the Court thatthey pleaded 
self-defense. 

The first witness examined was Willis 
Miller. Hehad heard Wolf and Louder- 
man make someremark to the boys, who 
afterwards agreed to £0 ask 
him what he meant. At Sixth 
and Chestnut they accosted him. The 
deceased pushed one of the Sachritz boys 
hack, but he approached Louderman again, 
when Early pushed him aside sayirg, *‘Let 
me at him.’? While they were close together 
Early fired and he and Sachritz then ran 
down Chestnut street. 

Mr. Mosley testified that he saw the party 
atthe corner and heard some words pass 
between them. He saw the deceased with 
bis hand uplifted. It contained something, 
he was certain, but what weapon it was 
he could not tell. The arm was raised pre- 
paratory to striking when Early fired the 
revolver and the deceased fell down. 

Mr. John Gropper, proprietor of the new 
Theater Comique, formerly the Canterbury 
Theater, saw L: uderman there that evening, 
The eceased owas sober, and “in 
company withex Officer Wolf. The deceased 
was in the habit of visiting the place 
and as far as he knew he had no trouble with 
anybody tbat evening. 

oroner Frank gave the result of the post- 
mortem examination and Gov. Johnson 
spoke about pay the case. Mr. Macdouald 
then read the law on the subject of 
introducing every witness on the back 
of the indictment. Judge Laughlin said that 
the state might doubt the ver city of sucha 
witness, and it woud not alwavs hein the 
interest of justice to place sucb a witness on 
the stand. The motion to make tuis rue 
was then withdrawn. A recess was taken 
until 1:30.

The Regent Diamond Which Mrs. Mac- 
kay Wanted to Buy. 

Paris Letter to Newark Advertiser. 

‘ Jewelry of one kind and another has given 
Paris plenty to taik about this week. The 
ever recurrent subject of the crown jewels 
has again been discussed and shelved for the 
moment. Asmali number of Radicals have 
persuaded themselves that it is absolutely 
necessary the famous “‘Regent’’ and the 
other marvels we admired at tne 1878 Exhi- 
bition should be sold and the proceeds used 
for endowing republican institutions, 
schools and libraries. Whese treasures are 
now kept in a vault under the Ministry of 
Finance, where they have been visited 
by the commission. Among the articles in- 
spected were u collection of decorations 
granted to the Kings of France by foreign

She only wore 

it on one occasion, and it, with the rest of this 

waste treasure, will very likely be sold for 

the g od of the state. The commission has 

not yet decided how the sale shall be con- 

ducted, and an active effort is being made in

THEY are a little severe on progressive 
men in Russia, but it seems that they are dis- 
posed at ail times to give the women a chance: 
Tne Ladies’ University at St. Petersburg 
has a physical laboratory with 130 students, 
a chemical laboratory with 60 students, and 
a physiolezical laboratory with 100 students. 
The botanical cabinet has twenty micro- 
scopes andthe treasury contained on Janu- 
ary Ist, 29,100 roubles. The whole institution 
is Maintained by private contributions and by 
entrance fees of $25 per year, the Ministry of 
Public In-truction allowing only $1,500 per 
year. The lecturesare delivered by profes- 
sors of the St, Petersburg University and 
since last year the programme has been ren- 
dered quite equal to that of the male univer- 
sity. A special mathematica! faculty was 
recently opened. The number of students at 
this Free Ladies’ University is 980 and 42 as- 
sistants. 


considerable fault has already been found 
with the details of the forthcoming Census, 
and there is some reason to believe that the 
work is being donein a slouchy and unre- 
liabie way. Itis shown that some compila- 
tions are ‘*cribbed” bodily, with a judicious 
increase added, from the census tables of 
i870, and in other cases the figures not 6e- 
cured are added with a lavish hand, the 
whole matter being a guess, good or other- 
wise. A late occurrence at the bureau, dis- 
eovered by the local correspondent of the 
Baitimore Sun, will illustrate the peculiar 
methods adopted. Statistics of wheat were 
collected by the Division of Agriculture, and 
statistics of flour by the Division of Manu- 
factures; comparisons of results by the Di- 
vision of Final Results showed that there 
were 55,000.000 more pounds of flour manu- 
factured than there were pounds of wheat 
grown, despite the fact that wheat is sup- 
posed to lose about 10 per cent in the manu- 
facture into flour. Sumething must be done, 
and’ 1t was a question as to whether the 
wheat should be brought up or the flour cut 
down. Finally, the gentlemen who heads 
the Agriculture] Division of the Census Office 
made such a protest against the reflections 
onthe character of the work done by his 
clerks which “‘raising’’ the amount of wheat 
would make, that it was concluded to cut 
down the flour; so eighty clerks were en- 
gaged a month or more in equalizing that 
55,000,000 and distributing it in proportion 
among the different States. As a result, 
Indiana will go before the public as manu- 
facturing 6,000,006 pounds more flour than 
she actually dves produce; Ohio 4,000,000 
pounds less, and other States in proportion; 
and this “‘reducing things to correspond,’’ 
as itis called, is buta piece with other per- 
formances of the Census Bureau when infor- 
mation is wrong

EAST 8ST. LOUIS. 


Sam Protine Arrested for _ Passing 
Counterieit Money—Other News. 


The little burg of East St. Louis is ripped 
open, as it were, over the arrest of one of 
their well-known citizens on the serious 
charge of passing counterfeit money. Sem 
Protine started for Springfield this morning 
to appear before the United States Commis- 
sioner to answer the charge preferred Dy a man 


named Bradlev, residingin Murphysboro, 
l'‘l. The trouble originated nearly five years 
avo, Protine then being engaged by an insur- 
ance company 28 a detective. A large fire 
took place in Murphysboro, the house being 
insuredin the company by which Protine 
was engaged. Suspicion ointed 
towards incendiarism, and rotine 
received instructions to visit the 
scene and investigate the origin of the 
fire. Duringhis stay an acqualatance was 
formed with Bradley and a few other resi- 
dents of Murphysboro, who repaired to the 
Willis House and entered into = SYS 
game of poker. Whenthe party adjournec 
Protine Was considerabiy ahead, and having 
finished his business started for 
East St Louis. Some _ _ time af- 
terwards Protine was informed thut some 
of the money which had left his possession 
inthe game of poker at Murphysboro Was 
counterfeit, and that unless the bogus mouey 
was made good he would hear from Mr. 
Bradley. Protine claimed that the money 
belonged to the parties originally, but if Mr. 
Bradley would make an affidavit that he was 
not the party he (Protine) would re- 
deem it, giving as security Block 
Kennedy, of Carbondale; Charlies David, 
purchasing agent of the Chester Peniten- 
tiary. and Wm. H. Lemon, at that time 
state’s attorney. The Murphysboro authori- 
ties heard of tbe gambling matinee and ar- 
rested Willis, Eaoch Moore and Bradley on 
that charge Protine heard no more about 
the counterfeit money till last night about 10 
o'clock when a couple of ofticers 
walked into his house and took him to the 
police station. A POsT DISPATCH reporter 
met himin the station early this morning 
when be made the following statement: F 
will tell you what this whole thing is about. 
That story about passing counterfeit money 
is a blind. I know who is at the 
Yottom of this, and the whole trouble is 
about that case against the stock yards, 
‘*‘How were you mixed up in the case?” 
“Well, I was employed as a detective and 
helped to work up the whole case. This charge 
is merely trumed up for revenge.” ‘‘!s 
there any truth in the charge of passing 
counterfeit money?” “If there was do 
you think they would let it run _ for 
five years? I was in Murphysboro in 1877 on 
an insurance case, and while there played 
poker at the Willis House with a few 
acquaintances, If counterfeit money was 
pussed, I won it from them and they won it 
Lack Bradley sent me word some time 
afterwards that I passed counterfeit money 
on bim. 1 told him if he wouid make asworn 
statement that he did not have it first I 
would redeem the monev, at the same time 
viving some ofthe best men in the state as 
security.” Protine figured conspicuously io 
the Johnson-Boland trouble across the river 


a short time ago, when Darby made 
an affidavit that he was engaged 
‘o counterfeit Johnson’s handwriting. 
Darby confided in Protine who 


immediately notified Johnson to come to 
East St. Louis. Darbey’s statement was com- 
mitted to writing and sworn to before one of 
the justices of the peace. City Marshal 
Kerrigan and two officers took Protine to 
Springfield at 8 o’clock this morning. 

Frank Eugel was arrested last night for 
breaking into a freight car loaded with mer- 
chandise on the Cairo Short Line tracks. 
Eugel will have a hearing before one of the 
jus'ices this evening. 

The cases against Campbell, Daily and 
Jameson for passing counterfeit money 
sometime since, will be called in Springtield 
to-day. Several of the police have been 
subpoenaed and started for Springfield this 
morning.

A Call Board in San Francisco—Mike 
Corney’s Accident—Items, 


A telegram was received yesterday by a 
firm on the floor stating that 50,000 bushels 
wheat had been shipped from California to 
St. Louis. This naturaily made some stir tn 
the ‘option corner.’’ To-day a letter was 
received by this same house, in which it said 
that the San Francisco correspondents of the 
writers had wired: ‘** We understand 1,500 tons, 
equal to 50,000 bushels of wheat, is going 
overland to St. Louis. Rauroad freight $13 
per ton.”? The letter goes on to say that this 
is probably white wheat, which is worth 
more In Liverpool than red, and as it would 
not do to fill sales in St. Louis is probably to 


go down the river. Wheatin San Francisco 
is worth $1.70 per 100 pounds; freight to St. 
Louis 65c per 100; making the cost laid down 
in St. Louis $2.85 per 100 or $1 41 per bushel. 
loquiry by a OST-UVISPATCH reporter 
into this matter developed the fact 
that some Colorado wheat had been gold to 
St. Louis millers, but not near the amount 
of 50,000 bushels, and no firm could be 
four d on the floor that would take the credit 
of bringing such an amount;from the far off 
State of California.

SAN FRANCISCO CALL BOARD,

My Dear Sir—Our Produce Exchange talks 
of establishing a call board for ‘‘options” 
and “futures” in grain. Will you 
send me your regulations on this subject.

The boys will 
gainble, and on the other hand the shrewd

TWELVE GOOD MEN AND TRUE. 


Black listing the Jury in the Case of 
Mike Welsh —Aa how Witness. 


Each lawyer practicing at the Four Courts 
bar has provided himself with alist of twelve 
names writtenin red ink and underlined. 
To intimate friends, with some persuasion, 
they will exhibit this. It is the names of the 
twelve men whosat onthe jury which tried 
and convicted Mike Welsh on Wednesday of 
the murder of Johnny Smith, on the 
levee, near Spruce street, September 
23,1881. Yesterday afternoon when the case 
of Frank Jones, charged with robbery in the 
first degree, was called in the Criminal Court 
both sides announced themselves ready. 
Twelve names were called, and the owners 
took seats in the jury box. When the panel 
washanded over to the defendant for ex-. 
amination, Mr. McBride asked “How many 
ofyou gentlemen served on the jury that 
tried Mike Welsh?” Five of them arose in 
the box, andturning to the Judge, Mr. 


McBride said, “I challenge these five men 
and accept the rest of the jury. The five 
stepped out into the audience and their 
places were filled by men who had 
not assisted rendering the Welsh verdict. 
Joneswas tried and acquitted of the charge. 

Later in the evening Mr. W. H. McIntyre 
was examining a panel inthe case of Joseph 
Ford,when he asked the same question. Three 
of them arose and were promptly excused 
from service by the defense. Ford was con- 
victed of burglary and given four years in the 
penitentiarv. John McVeigh yesterday made 
an affidavit that We!sh did not cut Smith, but 
that the fatal wound was inflicted by a man 
named Nelson, who escaped to East St. Louis 
after changing hia blvody shirt and as- 
suming a disguise in the room of a 
woman who was a _ friend of his, and 
whose name the affiant thought he 
could easily ascertain. On this and other 
grounds a motion for anew trial was made, 
though Mr. Harris, the Circuit Attorney, 
still claims that his theory ofthe murder is 
the correct one and is substantiated by the 
testimony. Smith was avsauited on the 
levee and fatally stabbed in the abdomen 
while struggling with one of his assuilants. 
Welsh was brought before him, but he said 
he was notthe man. Mr. Harris holds that 
while one man was clinched with him Weish 
stabbed him and in this way he escaped the 
notice of the deceased. 


POPPEN’S PLAINT. 


The Bounced Organist of St. John’s 
Sues the Catholic Clergy. 


Prof. Richard S. Poppen, music teacher, 
who cilaimsto have produced harmony at 
St. John’s Catholic church for a considerable 
time, has now entered the lists on the side of 


discord. He files a suit in the Circuit Court 
against Archhishop Kenrick, Bishop
